BRIEF MESSAGE 
SENT CONGRESS

Chief Executive Recommends Principal of 


$2,000,000,000 in Farm Mortgage Bonds Be 
Guaranteed by Government — Points to 
"Moral Obligation"—Expect Approval. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 — 


(AP) 
— President Roosevelt 


in his first special message to 
congress today proposed that 
the 
government 
guarantee 


the principal of the $2,000,- 
000,000 in bonds for refinanc- 
ing of farm mortgages. 


Also, in a conference with Chair- 


man Fahey of the home loan 
board, he agreed that the $2,000,- 
000,000 in home loan bonds should 
be treated on a basis of substantial 
equality as the farm mortgage 
bonds. 
A 
recommendation 
on 


methods of providing some form 
of government guarantee 
is now 


being prepared, but today's mes- 
sage did not deal,with this. 


The senate and house were ac- 


quainted in the brief message with 
the president's conviction that the 
government has the moral respon- 
sibility to guarantee these issues. 


On Far With Treasury Issues. 
He pointed out that the aetion 


recommended would put the bonds 
on a par with treasury securities. 


"It is true," he said, "that tech- 


nically the responsibilities of the 
government will be increased by 
the amount of $2,000,000,000, but 
it seems ir every way right that 
we thus publicly acknowledge what 
amounts already to a moral ob- 
ligation. 
"In any event" the securities to 


be offered are backed, not only by 
the credit of the government, but 
also" by physical -property of very 
definite value."

expressed no

Attacking constitutionality of a 


law enacted by the 1933 legislature 
relating to occupation taxes for for- 
eign corporations, the Chicago and 
Northwestern and the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha rail-

Roosevelt Favors 
Rail Sinking Fund 
To Pay Mortgages 


Move to Allow Sufficient 


Earnings to Meet 
Debts Suggested. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—W — 


President Roosevelt strongly favors 
the establishment by railroads and 
utility companies of sinking funds 
to pay off their mortgage indebted- 
ness. 
The president feels that if the 
carriers had been reducing their 
bonded indebtedness 
thev would 


have avoided the serious threat of 
bankruptcy whch faced some major 
lines last spring. 
At the same tune, he thinks the 
interstate commerce commission and 
other regulatory agencies should 
take into account the attempt cf 
the roads to' pay off their mortgage 
debts bv allowing them sufficient 
earnings to meet their requirements. 
It was disclosed today at the 


white house that one of the largest 
roads in the country was faced with 
receivership last March. 
Critical Situation Revealed. 


It also was stated that if condi- 


tions had continued for another six 
months most of the major roads of 
the country would have been forced 
into receivership, principally because 
of their inability to meet Interest 
payments on the mortgage debts, 
which in most instances constituted 
50 to €0 par cent of the captal struc- 
ture. 
The president has observed that it 
is the history of railroading in this 
country that when a bond issue be- 
comes due the roads have usually 
simpJv refunded and extended it in- 
stead of seekantc to pay it off. 
He believes that if the carriers 


had more capital Jn stocks thev 
could meet a crisis by passing a 
dividend without the threat of re- 
ceivership. 


The interstate commerce commis- 
sion recently recommended that the 
roads establish sinking funds to pav 
off their mortgage debts.

use of the 
civilian conservation 


corps. 
The comptroller general said it 
was unnecessary for a bidder to 
have signed the code for his indus- 
try provided the 
products 
were

They then prevailed upon her to 
surrender the key to the 6 by 8 
room in which Mrs. Cerardi was 
locked. 


The door was opened, officers 


later reported, and they found Mrs. 
Cerardi huddled naked on the bed, 
gibbering wildly. Both windows In 
the cubicle had been boarded up, 
and the bed was the only article of 
furniture In the room. 
A soiled 
blanket was thrown across the bare, 
dirty mattress, 
The woman was taken to a hos- 
oital and police waited several hours 
before Cerardi entered the apart- 
ment and was arrested together 
with the housekeeper. They were 
questioned and committed to county 
jail. There Cerardi, who is known 
generally as Joseph, said his real 
first name was Carmelli, and gave 
his occupation as a bootback. The 
housekeeper told police she did not 
know her employer's occupation and 
said as far as she knew he had no 
way of earning a living. 
Cerardi was Mrs. Cerarrti's sec- 


ond husband, police said. She was 
divorced from a New York lawyer 
named Joseph Maran, by whom she 
had one son, Charles, now 22. 
Charles lived with Cerardi in the 
flat over the stable, police earned, 
but they were not able to locate him 
for questioning. The Cerardis mar.

One thing that some players, 


even very good players, are prone 
to forget is that merely the posses- 
sion of honor-tricks is not suf- 
ficient to guarantee a slam. Usual- 
ly some element of favorable dis- 
tribution, such as a long and im- 
mediately establishable suit, is a 
prime requisite to the making of 
the slam. Not every hand that con- 
tains two aces and the king of a 
bid suit justifies the use of the 
four no trump convention, as bridge 
players who forget the fact that a 
contract to take 18 or 13 tricks is 
a pretty, sizable order learn to their 
sorrow.

again the relationship of creditor and 


is brought to the front through the de- 


cWlon of the United States supreme court. It is 
highly essential the practical principle embodied in 
the act a« construed by the court should be under- 
stood. 


In moat essentials, the Minnesota law found valid 


corresponds ttf the Nebraska statute. 


Under the term* of the Nebraska law, the morator- 


ium expires on March I, 1936, or approximately four- 
teen months hence, and the judge sitting in the fore- 
closure action may grant a moratorium for any 
length of time up until that date at his discretion. 
The law provides that any time after a decree of 
foreclosure 
and 
before confirmation of sale, the 


owner of the land may file an application to stay 
execution, and the court at its discretion may grant 
and describe the terms thereof, fixing the rental val- 
ue of the property and requiring the owners to pay 
the fixed rental to the clerk of the court. The mora- 
torium may be modified at any time during the term 
of the decree on application and showing by the 
creditor that its provisions are being abused or that 
the conditions which justified it have changed. 


What the moratorium did then was to extend the 


time which the owner had for meeting his indebted- 
ness and permitting him to remain on the land long- 
er than the old period granted him under foreclosure 
procedure. Its advantages to the debtor beyond this 
one feature are questionable. Fortunately, the Ne- 
braska law contains one section emphasizing pro- 
cesses of conciliation, which opens the door to a re- 
adjustment of the debt. 


As between an honest creditor and an honest debt- 


or, there should not be irreconcilable differences. 
The creditor, if he is honest, should not seize upon an 
opportunity in a period as distressing as the one 
through which farm populations have passed in re- 
cent years, and it also applies to the debtor class of 
the city, to gain possession of the land or the home. 
He should not adopt an unreasonable attitude either 
On interest or principal payments, and in thousands 
of instances, the creditor has revealed the proper 
Bpirit, Nor should the honest debtor seek to avoid 
his Obligations. It will be recognized that in many 
Instance* harsh circumstances filled the debtor with 
discouragement and in fewer cases, with resentment. 
Not all debtors and not all creditors have sought to 
take advantage of each other; on the contrary, the 
majority have been able to settle their differences 
Without resort to litigation. 


What the creditor should desire is the protection or 


conservation of his investment and what the debtor 
is the retention or salvaging of hi* land, his home, 
or hto fireside. There is, then, a mutuality of inter- 
est instead of a conflict. The creditoi; who covets the 
land and who seizes upon an emergency fc order to 
gain It Is no less dishonest than the debtor, who 
capitalizing upon conditions, refuses to communicate 
with his creditor or to give any evidence that he «e 
ognizes his obligation*. 


Out of all this sorry me** of debt arises a supreme 


challenge to fairness, and a demand for justice such 
as ha* been raised rarely in American history, Tht 
moratorium only postpones the issue. If prices rise 
to th« desired levels, if the harvest is bountiful, if the 
economic position of the farmer improves sufficiently, 
the moratorium has been of service in preventing 
the lose of farm homes. But it also adds its prob- 
lem. The reason interest became delinquent wa* 
that tbt fanner found It impossible to meet his ob- 
ligation*. Except in isolated Ases. he did not de- 
fault deliberately. If he did not meet his interest, 
ft to a proper question to inquire how he is going to 
toast the rental fixed by the court. And If he cannot 
meet the rental, what tbmf father it* terms must 
be modified, or the decree s«t aside, or the creditor 
•m oil own initiative must come to the rescue and 
permit the debtor to remain on the farm. That 
brings It bade to the human factors hi the debt prob- 
lem Which have been mentioned so frequently in this 
column.

MADE BAD GUESS 


LAWRENCE, Kans., Jan. 10— 
>)—Dr. F. C. Allen, University 


of Kansas basketball coach,

mitted today the "laugh is on 
us," 
following the Nebraska Corn- 


buskers' victory over his champion 
Kansas Jayhawks at Lincoln last 
night. Coach Allen had not rated 
the Huskers highly in his pre- 
dictions. 


"Just 
another 
of .our bad 


guesses," he said. "Nebraska car- 
ried the game to us and deserved 
to win. 


"Nebraska is a good outfit—no 
alibis—but it was a case of a 
boxer against a good fighter; they 
just outfought us. 
We had a 


chance to win. The 
Huskers 


shaded our youth and inexperience 
with aggressiveness 
and experi- 
ence." 


ANE of those "fearless" critics, 
" by which I mean he care- 
fully refrained from signing his 
name to a communication re- 
ceived via the mails, indicts me 
on the charge of over-squawking 
on the subject of Nebraska not 
getting the invitation to perform 
in the Rose Bowl game. 


I cheerfully plead guilty to the 


accusation of squawking, grouch- 
ing or whatever else my critic 
may choose to term it, and will 
go so far as to proclaim that I 
don't purpose to forget it for 
some time to come. 


Tne business of this column 


is to scribble on and about topics 
in which, according to my judg- 
ment, the 
reading 
public is 


interested. I have a hunch that 
a large proportion of the people 
of the Cornhusker state were 
roiled quite as much as myself 
because of the raw deal Ne- 
braska's team was handed in the 
Hose Bowl matter, so when it 
comes to squawking I suspect 
there were plenty more doing it 
other than myself. 


Concerning the criticism from 


• an anonymous source, it is suf- 


ficient to say that my complain- 
ing' has been done out in the 
open, under my signature, and I 
haven't the slightest care as to 
whether or not my opinions are 
condemned by anybody so craven 
as to scribble anonymously. 
IT HAPPENS, however, that 


followers of Husker football 
in the home state were not alone 
in voicing the displeasure pro- 
voked by the Rose Bowl affair.

the coast to express their views. 


Numerous newspaper clippings 


have reached my desk from the 
south and the middle-west, in- 
dicating that public sentiment in 
football circles was overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of Nebraska's 
selection.

Offices Supply Bill 


Given to House. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 10 — (/P) — 


The appropriations committee asked 
the house 
today to appropriate 


$566,435,000 to finance 18 indepen- 
dent federal' agences for the next 
fiscal year. The committee 
esti- 


mated savings in veterans expendi- 
tures, made under the economy act, 
at $265,000,000. 


It appended to the independent 


offices appropriation bill provisions 
to extend the economy act, estimat- 
ing: that these would result in a 
"saving" of $160,000,000 in the whole 
budget next year. 


Proposed extended economy act 


provisions, which will meet opposi- 
ton on the floor when the bill is 
taken up for amendment tomorrow, 
include: 


A 10 per cent pay cut for 


eral employes for the year bei 
ning July 1 and ending June 30, 
1935. 


Application of pay cut provisions 


to house members and senators, so 
that after July 1 they wil be making: 
$9,000 nstead of $8,500 as at pres- 
ent as compared wth ther pre-cut 
salary of $10,000. 


Living Cost Surveys. 


A direction for the president to 


make surveys of living costs each 
six months, restoring the pay cut 
when they reach 1928 levels. 


Permission for heads of the inde- 


pendent offices to incur deficits for 
salaries only if the cuts are re- 
stored by presidential order. 


Continuation of the 25 per cent 


reduction in mileage and travel al- 
lowances for members of house and 
senate. 


The veterans administration is to 
jet most of the $566,435,000 in the 
bill—a total of $546,000,000. In ar- 
riving at the latter 
figure, 
the 


committee deducted $7,204,000 from 
Budget estimates by applying a 10 
per cent cut to pre-Spanish war 
pensions and a 15 per cent slash 
to all pensions granted by private 
or special legislative acts. 


Only Three Changes. 


"It may be contended for the 


purpose of measuring the effects of 
the new pension laws that the 1935 
estimate is a decrease of $265,290,003 
from actual obligations for 1933," 
the committee 
reported 
to the 


house. 


Only three changes were made 


by the committee in amounts pro- 
posed by the budget bureau for 1935. 
One change was that in veterans' 
allowances; the others were in- 
crease,s one of $50,000 for repairs 
to the white house and one of 
$10,000 to let the Smithsonian in- 
stitution print delayed scientific re- 
ports. 


At hearings before a subcommit- 


tee it was developed from Brig. Gen. 
Frank T. Hines. veterans adminis- 
trator, that 100,000 veterans had 
been dropped from the presumptive 
rolls under the economy act. 


Of veterans remainng, Hines said, 


42.76 per cent were permitted to 
stay on the rolls by the review 
boards. The others are appealing 
their cases before the appeals tribu- 
nals set'up by the president. 


In his review of veterans affairs. 


Bines also disclosed that whereas 
Defore the economy act was passed 
there were 6,217 emergency officers 
drawing compensation 
from 
the 


government, now but 1,510 are on ; 
lie rolls, drawing generally reduced^ 
pensions.
